VIVE LA REPUBLIQUE !
From the N. Y, World.

Amid the mighty events and stupendous
changes which have ernmbled the proudest
throne of Europe into dost, and, to all haman
seeming, broadened the base aud consolidated
the structure of another, there arises in the
thronged and tnmuliuons streeta of agitated
Paris & cry which cannot be bheard with indif-
ference on this side of the Atlantic. In all
great uprisings for liberty in apy part of the
world, and especinlly in every great uprising
for liberty in France, our sympathetic eiti-
#zens have been almost as ardent and exoit-

able as the impulsive and dewmonstra-
tive people  of the F'rench capi-
tal, For Grecoe, for the ' South

American republics, for Hungary, for Cuaba,
and especially on two great and memorable
ooonsions for Frauce, our people and onr
Government bave eagerly outrun the cold
diotates of prudence, and proffered their gene-

rous syrupathy to nations struggling to be |

fres. There is no part of our national char-
aoter of which we have better reason to he
wroud than of this magnanimous, uncalen-
ting sympathy with the cause of freedom in

whatever quarter of the world it may lift its |

banner. When manifested towards France—
and it is towards Fraunoe that our mauifesta-
tions have always been the most fervent—
these exhibitions have been reinforced and
strangthenied by a warm sentimont of grati-
tude for the assistance which Franoe gave ns
in the war by which, with her help, we
achieved our independence, France is
inseparably associated with our proudest and
most petriotic recollections. BShe gave us
Lafayotte: she wasour ally in the war against
England; she, of all nations of the world,
was the first to catch the contagion of our
example and try the experiment of a repub-
lie, e are bonnd to France, as we are to
no other European nation, by ties of grati-
tude, affection, common batred of England,
united exertions in war, and early sympathy
in republican sentiments. Nothing conld
therefore be more natoral than the prompt
encouragement we have always given to her
hitherto unsuccessful attempts to establish a
republic.

FEven the calm, sedate, impertarbable
Washington was moved to enthusiasm by the
firét Frepch repnblie. When, on the 1st of
January, 1796, Adet, the French minister to
this country, presented him with the colors
of France, Washington made a speech—the
warmeat he ever made in his life—in the fol-
lowing words: —*‘‘I receive, sir, with lively
sensibility, the symbol of the triumphs and
of the enfranchisement of your nation, the
colors of France, which you have mow pre-
sented to the United States. The transaction
will be announced to Congress, and the colors
will be deposited in the archives of the
United States, which are at once the evidence
and the memorials of their freedom and in-
dependence. May this be perpetual; and
way the {riendship of the two republics be-
come commensurate with their existence.”
The congratulatory enthusiasm of the Ameri-
can people, on that oceasion, was restrained
within no bounds,

When, in 1848, the repnblic was again de-

olared in France, our government and people
were equally warm, prompt, and alert, Mr.
Rush, our minister at Paris, without waiting
for inmstructions, but relying on the steady
friendship of our people with Fraoce and
their irrepressible sympathy with the first
dawning of freedom, made haste to tender
his congratulations, and recognize the new
government; separating himself from the
whole diplomatic body in Paris, The result
fully justified the risk he had taken
in his unauthorized action. As soon
as Mr. Rosh's despatches were received,
President Polk sent them to Congress with a
message strongly condemmning the aetion of
the Minister, and rivalling his warm expres-
sions of congratulation, Congress did not
fall behind the President. With only two
negative votes in the BSenate, and no nega-
tive vote in the House, that body passed
resolutions congratuiating France on the
auspicious change in her government, The
resolutions were sent to Paris by the Presi-
dent, and evoked a responss from the repub-
lican authorities which was transmitted to
Congress with another message of felicita-
tion by President Polk.
+ To-day, France is entering on another trial
of the republiec. The wonderful suddenness
of\the opportunity has fallen like sparks
among dry combustibles, and blazing liberty
illnminates the thick darkness of military dis-
asters. The republic has heen proclaimed in
Paris, in Lyons, in Marseilles, in Dordeanx,
and all the great cities of the extinct empire,
The new Governwent has been organized by
the selection of as strong an executive as can
be found among the liberal statesmen of
France. Itis not made up of rhetoricians,
doctrinaires, aud enthusiasts, like the Minis-
try in the abortive republic of 1845, but of
able men of affairs who understand the
difference between gasconading appenls
and practical adwinistration. Gambetta is
Minister of the Interior, Jules Favre of For-
eign Affairs, Magne of Finance, Jules Simon
ufgn Pablie Instruction, Cremienx of Justics,
General Leflo of War, Grevy President of
the Council of Btate, La Vertujon Secretary-
General of the Provisional Government, and
thongh last not least, Cieneral Trochn is re-
tained as Military Governor of Paris. The
l.ofialdive Body has been properly deposed
as it was elected during thg dr:;uuct 'r(y.'m:'
under the pressure of imperial inflnence, and
is out of relation with the new order of
things. Thus far, the leaders of the republic
have evinced admirable coolness, diseretion,
and judgment. They seem to have risen at
once to the height of this momentous oc-
gasion.

No American regrots that
Prossia bas bumbled and dethroned Napo-
leon: but if she throttles the infant republic
and attempta to strangle it in its cradle, she
must look for sympathy to some other (uarter

WAS NAPOLEON BETRAYED*

If the French entered mpon the present
war with Prussia anything lhike as well pre-
pared for the conflict a8 they were supposed
to be, the unbroken series of disasters which

| they bave encountered seems most nunac-

countable. The report of Napoleon's in-
sanity, which was current after the battle of
Woerth, was supposed to be confirmed by
the copnstant utterance of the Emperor of
the words, “I am betrayed,” “I am be-
trayed;” and yet there is much to justify the
belief that he bas been most wolnlly de-
ceived. Under the Army Reorganization act
of 1868, the French anoy was supposed to
consist of the ‘‘Active Army," the “Army
of the Reserve,” and the “*National Garde
Mobile,"” so that its total strength on a war
footing amonnted to nearly eight hundred
thousand men. Four hundred thousand of
these soldiers were supposed to be always
rendy for active service, the reserve of four
hondred thonsand being available at short
notice. Despite these figures, however, the
French do not seem to have been able to
bring together a force of more than the re-
puted strength of their regular army to check
the march of the German invaders, The
inference is irresistible that Napoleon was
deceived as to his actual military strength by
officers whose interest it has been to obtain
large appropriations for troops who existed
only on paper.

If the French ever had any system of mili-
tary spies, its management bas been most
execrable. While the Prussians seem to have
been aware of every contemplated movement
of the French, almost a8 soon as it was con-
ceived, the latter appear to have been utterly
nninformed, not only of the plans, but even
of the whereabouts of their adversaries,
Withont any spies, a well-ordered cavalry
shonld have been able to give information of
the near approach of such a large body as
sarprised the forces of Dazaine at the first
battle of Metz. Seventy thousand men—the
Prussian strength on that oceasion—conld
not have been concealed in  barns or
orchards; and if the French scouts had
been deployed as they should have been, it
would have bean impossible for the Prussian
attack to have been a surprise. In the mat-
ter of arms, also, there must have been much
deception, for the snupply of Chassepots
seems to have been most inadequate, So
destitute was Paris of all arms that, we learn
recently by the cable, n purchaser of three
hundred thousand stand of old muskets was
induoed to sell thom back again to the gov-
ernment. In some cases, also, we are in-
formed that in many companies there was
only one Chassepot to fifteen men. Many
stories, too, are told of the part played
by the late French Minister of War,
General lebamf, in secnring the adop-
tion of the Chassepolt as the French
arm, It is mnsserted that Lebonf was
direotly interested in the award of the con-
tract, and that it was by his efforts many
superior weapons were excluded from com-

tition, The promptitude shown in aceept-
ing General Lebwuf’s resignation in the
early days of the war undoubtedly sprung
from a conviction that he was not to be relied
upon, for MacMahon, equally unfortunate,
was retained and trusted. When it is re-
membered that this Minister of War was
second in command to the Emperor, it was
indeed base betrayal on his Jpart to deceive
s master who bad loaded him with honors,
and whe placed implicit reliance in all his
raports.

e Irench commissariat has also been
smpposed to be one of the best in the world,
but the result shows utter inefliciency in its
management. At one time the officers and
men of MacMshon's army were reported to
be half.starved, and that, too, while theirline
of communication with Paris was uninter-
rupted. The Prussians, on the other hand,
were abundantly supplied with their war
sansages of smoked beef, and their war bread,
80 that the German troops fared well, even
when unable to levy conftributions upon the
country throungh which they . 'The
more we learn of the actual state of affairs
with the French, the more evident it becomes
that bad Napoleon been fully Bpprisad of the
condition of his army, he wonld no wore have
dared to declare war in 1870 than he did in
1866, unless he wad actually crazy.

THE NEW ARBITER OF EUROPE—THE
GERMAN CONFEDERATION,

The power and the glory of the Napoleonic
dynasty and of France as the srbiter of Eun-
rope are gone. The crowning disaster of
Sedan bas been as decisive in the dis
ment of France as was Sadowa in the humi.
listion of Austria. The achievements of the

reat Frederick in building up the power of

russia aro dwarfed by the trinmphs of his
living suocessor. In 1566, within the short
m&ee of six weeks, Austria, with her German

ies, was prostrated at Badowa, and the out-
growth of that estonishing campaign was the
expansion of Prussia inio the North German
Confederation. Within less then six weeks,
in 1870, from Searbruck to Sedan, in the most
astonishing militery campaign of meodern
times, France huas been beaten as she was
pever besten bhefore, and one of the immedi-
ate resnlts foreshadowed is the expansion of
the North Germen Coofederation into the
German ewpire, embracing all the German
family of &, of mearly fifty willions of
people, north aud south.

e eannot doubt, from the astounding de-
velopments and resulis of this war, that the
union of the German Btates is virtually esta-
blished nnder the central governwent of
Prussia: nor do we think that we are over-
stating the wilitary power thus brought into
the foregronnd in pronouncipg it from Sedan
the waster of the Duopesn contineul npon

all gnestions of boundariea, balanoces, sucees.
sions, and pesce or war among the surround-
ing States, The only continontal power left
oapable of with Prussia is and
even Russia is limited in her capabilities t>
the defensive advan of her immense ex-
panse of territory and her resistless frosts and
snows. The only power, however, which
Prussia, in a defensive war, may now shrink
from f"ﬂn is the naval power of Eng-
land; but England can do nothing to pravent
it if Prussia resolves to determine for herself
the future eastern boun of France. The
naval power of England will command a hear.
ing in the settlement of the Spanish snooces-
sion and the affairs of the Roman States and
the Pope, and England, Russia, Anstria, and
Italy combined may save the territory of
France from any very serions confiscation.

But the main fact still stands forth in bold
relief that France as the arbiter of the Euro-
pean continent is displaced by Germany,
and that, while Europe has no resson to fear
# German empire like thst of Charles the
Fifth, embracing Spain—the offensive as-
somptions and aggressions of Louis the
Fourteenth and the dictaterial role of the
Bonapartes to Germany, Austria, Ifaly and
Spain are no more to be fearad from France,
por even the dashiug ornsades in behalfl of
“liberty, equality and fraternity” which dis-
tinguished the aggressive fanaticism of the
first French republic. In short, with Ger.
many as the arbiter of Farope in the place of
France, from the naturally pacific and non.
aggressive character of the German peopls,
war will be apt to give way to peace as the
prevailing idea of the Continent,

THE CRISIS.

Never, within the Iast half century, has a
gingle journal been the messenger of such an
immense budget of startling intelligence as
the issue of the 77ilune which we spread
before our readers yestorday. The great
results which were secured when Napoleon
laid down his sword at the feet of King Wil-
linm are declaring themselves with a rapidity
st which Enrope stands bewildered. 1In
France, the utter ruin of imperialismm has
como about with a haste only equalled by the
guick campaign in which the Germans have
beaten the Imperial armies, The defeat at
Sedan bas been followed in a single day by
the complete annihilation of the system of
military despotism which has been for half a
generation the standing mennce of the con-
tinent. Paralyzed at first by the disaster,
the Ministry, chosen for its suppoesed
strength, seems to have made one feeble
effort to conceal the trath, and then vanished,
The people, furions with anger at the Gov-
ernment which has failed them in the mo-
ment of danger, yet so far as we have now
learned without that headlong passion which
in former yoars has stained the revolantions of
France, have risen and banished Napoleon
from Irance. They have filled the stroats
with cries of ‘‘live la Republigue!” and
“Declieance!” to the empire, invaded the
Tuileries, torn down the insignia of Napo-
leon, disarmed the police, suppressed tho
Senate, dissolved the Corps Legislatif, and
borne the imprisoned radical Roochefort in
trinmph from the gaol to the Hotel de Ville.
Boldiers are fraternizing openly with the
populace. The National Guard, called out
to prevent violence, i wunmistakably in
sympathy with the popular movement. A
revolution bas been accomplished, thus far
without Lloodshed, almost without disorder,
and Parls, so much dreaded in political
criges, seems to have been actunated singly
by a determination to get rid of an in-
capable despot, and to expel the Ger-
mans from the soil of France. Wa cannot
yet feel certain that the republie, pro-
claimed with so much enthusiasm, is really
established, though for the sake of France
and civilization in general we earnestly trast
that it may be; but the country has yet to
prss through huwiliations and perhaps to
suffer fresh military disasters, and the
party under whose rule these misfortunes
come must bear the brunt of the popular
bitterness.

The great battles at Beanmont and Sedan,
which led to these stupendous changes in
France, are the subject of a narrative from
our special correspondent more nom[)leta than
any similar account ever transmitted by ocean
telegraph to any newspaper in the world,
The same correspondent sends us an authen-
tic explanation of the purposes of Count Dis-
marek in the honr of vietory, and tells for
the first time what the Prussians mean to do
with their trinmph. Alsace and Lorraine are
not to be separated from France; Prussia
does not covet provinees which would never
be satisfied or foyal under her domination;
but Metz and Strasbourg, the gateways of the
empire, are to be held by the vietor as
pledges of peace, The significance of such
# demand we need not polut out. With these
two fortresses in her hand, Prussia will have
France almost at her mercy.

And pow comes a rumor from Florence,
credible but not perfectly authenticated,
that Italy has begun to play her part in the
great European transformation, and an-
nounced her imtention of taking immediate

ossession of Home. The completion of
}‘tnlim and German unity may thus be cele-
brated together, the coronation of two great
nationalities be solemnized with the downfall
of the despotic power whioch has been their
persistent enemy.
